It behooves 
the celebrants, certainly , to be­ 
have in a m anner th a t will in­ 
sure the continuance of the cus­ 
tom and leave it undefiled. The 
larg er p roblem, we susp ect, will 
be outside the official scene of 
celebration and will consist al­ 
most entirely of the damag e 
that may be accomp lished to p ri­ 
vate p rop erty . The p otential vic­ 
tims should work toward holding 
it to a minimum by removing to 
safe-keep ing p orch furniture and 
other outside equip ment. It is the 
ounce of p revention th at may be 
worth a coup le of chairs. 
Fortunately , Rushville on Hal­ 
lowe’en usually escap es the more 
serious offenses. Outrig ht 
and 
costly destruction of p rop erty , 
false fire alarms and disorderly 
conduct on a larg e scale are, of 
course, not to be tolerated. The 
best antidote for them is a 
p romp t call to the city p olice. 
They will be equip p ed, we be­ 
lieve, to take care of such serious 
offenders. The duty falls on p ri­ 
vate citizens to inform them of 
the offenses. 
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Ordinarily , p olitical interfer­ 
ence with the use of school tex t­ 
books is a bad thing .

This was several y ears p rior to 
the first demonstration of the 
use of ether in Boston. 
Georg ia p rop erly insists th at 
the record be kep t straig ht and 
that her children be sp ared the 
necessity of absorbing 
misin­ 
formation in a m atter so closely 
related to leg itimate State p ride. 
After all, the officials of 
a 
Commonwealth have a rig ht to 
demand ap p rop riate recog nition 
of the p rowess of their own citi­ 
zens of an earlier day .

Social Secu rity Fu n d Now 


Nears Billion Dollar Mark 


Washing ton, Oct. 26 (Æ) — Un­ 
cle Sam already has borrowed 
almost a billion dollars from the 
nation’s wag e earners under p ro­ 
visions of the social security act, 
treasury ledg ers showed today . 
The act envisions the build­ 
ing of a hug e reserve fund which 
eventually will ag g reg ate more 
than $40,000,000,000 if the law re­ 
mains unchang ed. 
Sp ecial 
treasury 
oblig ations 
are issued to the reserve 
fund. 
Benefits under the old ag e p en­ 
sion and unemp loy ment com­ 
p ensation p rog rams are to be 
p aid from it. 
In treasury p ractice, tax col- 


lections under the security act 
flow into the g overnment’s g en­ 
eral fund, or p ool of ready cash. 
These collections are sp ent for 
day -to-day g overnment op era­ 
tions. 
Ag ainst these collections, the 
treasury dep osits the sp ecial ob­ 
lig ations in reserve accounts. 
These oblig ations in effect are 
p romises to p ay off old ag e and 
unemp loy ment benefits, 
v The oblig ations thus far have 
ag g reg ated $916,000,000, and the 
treasury is indebted to the coun­ 
try ’s workers in th at amount.

London, Oct. 26 
(&) — King 
Georg e VI., an earnest fig ure In 
the sp lendid trap p ing s of Brit­ 
ain's ancient majesty , p ledg ed 
his g overnment today to at-j 
tem p ts to restore p eace to Chi­ 
na and Sp ain. 
At the same time, the m onarch 
p remised air raid p rotection for 
all Eng land and forecast more 
help for Eng land’s needy fam ­ 
ilies. 
He op ened his first p arliam ent 
from the throne dias in the som- 
oer house of lords — with Queen 
Elizabeth in a chair of state at 
his side — and concluded with 
h is unusual benediction: 
“I p ray th a t under the bless- 
ng s of Almig hty God the out­ 
come of y our deliberations may 
advance the hap p iness and well 
being of my p eop le and the p eace 
of the world.” " 
Usually the king merely in­ 
vokes a Divine blessing on p ar­ 
liam ent’s 
“labors.” 
Otherwise, 
lowever, the sp eech delivered to 
he assembled members of p ar- 
iam ent in the musty g randeur 
of the house of lords hewed to 
h e usual formula. 
It beg an with: “My relations 
with foreig n p owers continue to 
be friendly .” 
It told the leg islators th at the 
monarch had invited Belg ium’s 
Sing Leop old to visit him in No­ 
vember 
and Rum ania’s 
King 
Carol nex t sp ring . 
Then it dealt with the sp ec- 
acle of war on two continents. 
“My ministers have followed 
with g rowing concern the con- 
iinuance of conflict in Sp ain,” 
the king declared. “It is their 
aim to do every thing which lies 
in their p ower to assist toward 
restoration of p eace among the 
Sp anish p eop le. 
“They believe a strict ap p lica­ 
tion of the international p olicy 
of nonintervention in Sp ain will 
materially 
contribute-'to 
this 
end. 
“The p osition in the Far East 
will continue to eng ag e the ear­ 
nest attention of my g overnment 
who will p ersist in their p olicy 
of attem p ting in co-op eration 
with other g overnments, wheth­ 
er members of the Leag ue of Na­ 
tions or not, to m itig ate the suf­ 
fering caused by the conflict and 
to bring it to a conclusion.” 
He dealt thus with B ritain’s 
vast rearm am ent p rog ram: 
“W ith full co-op eration of my 
p eop le the wdrk of ex p anding 
and equip p ing my defense forces 
now is making rap id p rog ress. 
My ministers are anx ious th a t 
energ etic step s be taken to com­ 
p lete measures for the p rotection 
of the civilian p op ulation ag ainst 
air raids. A bill to p ut the nec­ 
essary arrang em ents on a statu­ 
tory basis will be broug ht for­ 
ward for y our consideration.”

When 
the anti-lynching law was p ut aside in the last 
Senate session agreement was made that it be 
considered nex t after the farm bill was disp osed 
of. Here is the p ossibility of more trouble. The 
President has friends on both sides of the q ues­ 
tion. 
Taken all in all, it will req uire some skilled p o­ 
litical maneuvering to keep Congress sweet in 
the coming sp ecial session, esp ecially in view of 
the fact that the business p icture has become de­ 
cidedly clouded. 


SMOOTH SAILING? 
President Roosevelt has ex p ressed the hop e and 
belief that the sp ecial session of Congress will be 
a brief one and that the legislation to which the 
New Deal has committed itself will be enacted 
ex p editiously. The last regular session was hop e­ 
lessly mired by the attemp t to change the Su­ 
p reme Court. With this measure defeated and 
out of the way for the p resent it might be ex ­ 
p ected that Congress would get down to business 
again without ex traordinary delay. 
There are some indications, however, that there 
are still a few hurdles for the administration 
leaders in Congress to get over. It is likely that 
farm legislation will be p assed without unduly 
p rolonged debate. Everyone wants to ‘<do some­ 
thing for the farmers,” a slogan which has been 
p olitically p op ular since the founding of the re­ 
p ublic. It is true that the recent collap se in the 
stock market, which heralds diminishing tax re­ 
turns for revenue p urp oses, may cause the legis­ 
lators to go a little slower in sp ending the tax ­ 
p ayers’ money, yet there is no q uestion that 
some new form of relief for agriculture will be 
enacted. 
Unfortunately, however, there are other q ues­ 
tions which seem to be full of difficulties. The 
p rop osal for reorganizing the government is full 
of dynamite. In this p rop osed reorganization 
the toes of several bureaucracies will be trod 
up on, and this is always dangerous p olitical bus­ 
iness. In addition there will be op p osition from 
certain p owerful senators who say that the re­ 
organization as p rop osed will serve .to give the 
Chief Ex ecutive dictatorial p owers which he does 
not yet have. 
Another p ossible cloud looms in the horizon. 
For the first time in several years, international 
affairs have become an issue in the United States. 
The situation was p rojected by the President’s 
Chicago sp eech and the p rop osals to have a 
meeting of the custodians of the Nine Power 
Treaty in Brussels. During its last session Con­ 
gress p assed a neutrality law to be used in case 
of war against foreign p owers. Up to this time it 
has not been invoked by the President, p resum­ 
ably on the theory that there is no real, official 
war between Jap an and China. Many of the leg­ 
islators who worked for the neutrality law are 
now wondering why it has not been invoked and 
insisting that such action be taken. Many states-, 
men think they see in the President’s moves, ac­ 
tion which may take us into a foreign war against 
Jap an, not only take us in but force us into the

THE TITANIC’S SCAPEGOAT 
The death of J. Bruce Ismay in England ends 
a tragic life. This man of wealth and social p o­ 
sition was the one figure up on whom p ublic scorn 
and contemp t and anger centered after the sink­ 
ing of the Titanic in Ap ril, 1912. 
Unfortunately for his rep utation, Mr. Ismay 
survived the disaster that carried so many to 
their death. He was the managing director of 
the White Star Line and when one of the ship ’s 
officers p ointed out to him a p lace in the last 
lifeboat he took it. 
It would have been infinitely better, so far as 
his own future was concerned, if he had sunk 
into the cold water!. Life had nothing but misery 
and disgrace to offer him after that. He. was p ic­ 
tured as a craven soul who fought with women 
and children for a p lace in the boat and was held 
resp onsible for the sp eed at which the ship trav­ 
eled through the ice-infested ocean lane. He was 
grilled by investigating authorities in the United 
States and in England and was shunned as a 
coward and a p oltroon. 
Life under these circumstances soon became 
too much for J. Bruce Ismay and he retired into 
seclusion. It is p robable that much of the de­ 
nunciation to which he was subjected was unjust 
and cruel and that the only justifiable criticism 
that can be directed against him is that he failed 
to rise to heroic p rop ortions, a not uncommon 
failing in this world of frail mortals.
